One of the most extensive build- 
ing changes of the year haa been un- 
dertaken hy Frankt^l's Rusy Sfnre 
and is now under way.

Tlip ufp of alfalfa cannot bo too 
p'r ii;;ly urgf><I with sheep, either the 
brt« ding or fmttenlnc itoclL At the 
method of farmUifl haa beeoine more 
lDt"n!>iflpd and th« open range growi 
less t acli year, an acre of alfalfa muat 
be made to takt .the plam of many 
acres of rango pairtan. 

Sheep, being nuBlaaata, are able to 
handle a mneh mora bolkr food than 
horses. A broodlag flock of aheep can 
be carried thnagfc the winter teaaon 
rery ■uceeaatallr with bat little grain 
In addition to alfalfa bay. Ordina- 
rily the lint eottlng ot alfalfa la not 
as good for ahoep as the second and 
third evttlnta, aa tt to aaaattjr aoaiaa 
aad stemmTi aad ■h«o» do sat aai 
these stoma fiadlly. 

It Is aboot aa aafo to paotnro oM 
aheep on alfblfa aa It to aatUo. Thoy 
tbrlTe on n. and make taaoUent gains; 
bat sheep bloat onallr aad tbara to 
likely to bo a BtUo lo«i tttm this 
source. Lamba ean bo paatared on 
aUalfa with bat Uttlo danger of bloat, 
aad the way thoy grow on aMaUa to 
a delight to the shepherd. Thoy dMiald 
never be put on the pastufo, whon 
they are empty and hungry, and it ia 
always well to allow them access to 
some dry feed and keep thoa off 
the alfalfa until the dew to off; atoo 
on dump days. A mixtnre of alfalfa 
and brome-grass or alfalfa and or- 
chard grass is a safer pasture than 
alfalfa alone. 

A flock of ewes and Iambs can be 
grazed for a short time each day on 
alfalfa with but little danger of any
